Censure  causes 
editor  to  resign 


INDIANAPOUS  (BP)  Gene 
Medaris,  editor  of  tbe  IndiMia  Baptist 
since  June  lt77,  resigned  Feb.  2  ^ter 
he  was  censfired  by  the  state  conven- 
tiaa’s  executive  conunittee. 

Censure  followed  printing  of  two  let¬ 
ters  the  conunittee  deemed  “oontrov- 
ersial,”  but  convention  executive  di¬ 
rector  R.  V.  Haygood  and  chairman  of 
the  executive  committee,  David 
Simpson,  say  the  letters  incident  only 
illustrates  long-term  “poor  judg- 
ment”  on  the  editor’s  part 

‘"nie  issue  is  over  the  philosophy  of 
what  a  state  Baptist  newspaper  should 
be,”  said  Medaris,  a  former  missio¬ 
nary,  pioneer  preadser  and  secular  re¬ 
ligion  editor.  “Is  it  tobe  a  house  organ 
orjs  it  to  be  a  newspaperh  12118  is  a 
problem  aU  papershave  when  they  are 
directly  under  the  executive  boa^.” 

An  unsigned  letter  in  the  Dec.  1$ 
issue  of  the  weekly  newspaper  ques¬ 
tioned  two  actions  of  the  executive 
board  of  the  State  Convention  of  Bap¬ 
tists  in  Indiana.  It  qi^tioned  the 
reasoning  behind  a  speddl  interest  ac¬ 
count  callec^  Fund  S8,  and  fee  action  of 
the  executive  board  bf  cp^wng  tbe  job 
of  administrative  asstetanythe  week 
following  the  annual  fhe|d(ing  of  the 
state  convention  wittioo{|nmtianing  it 
to  theennvention.  - 

Medaris  asked  the  Wilsr  in  an 
editor’s  note  for  more  time  to  secure 
accurate  answers  to  the  Questions. 

“If  be  dk)  not  understM  the  que» 
tion,  he  should  have  given  someone  a 
cba^  to  answer  u^  dkl 'understand 
before  be  printed  the  letter,”  said 
Simpson,  pastor  of  First  Southern 
Baptist  Cburch  in  New  Whiteland.  The 
executive  committee  felt  that 
Medaris’  printing  of  ttie  letter  without 
answering  the  questions  created  con¬ 
troversy. 

“Our  view  is  that  anonynxNis  letters 
should  not  be  printed,”'s^  Rimpson. 
“If  bman  haetbeintell|gl|mto  write 
a  letW,  hd  should  als6  rawihe  cour¬ 
age  to  put  his  name  on  it  Ty,  withhold 
the  name  is  poor  judgam^  in  the 
editor’s  part'  There  is  oi  enderstand- 
ing  between  the  executive  board  and 
the  editor  that  this  is  not  the  waylhings 
are  to  be  done.” 

Ihe  conunittee’s  censure  reads  in 
part:  “One  purpose  of  the  ladiana 
Baptist  is  to  create  unity  . . .  and  the 
unsigned  letter  of  Dec.  16,  JNO  was 
controversial,  created  diaharmony.” 
The  censure  instructed  the  editor  “to

Simpson  said.  “We  were  simj^y  tryi^ 
to  give  some  direction  to  Brother 
Medaris  and  were  trying  to  work  with 


him.”  Sin^jsoB  said  the  censure  was 
the  product  of  his  conunittee,  but  “the 
problem”  was  presented  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  by  Executive  Director  K.  V. 
Haygood. 

“The  problem”  was  aggravated 
with  the  publication  of  a  sec^  letter 
from  another  source,  asking  foe 
answers  to  the  first  and  calling  Fund  S8 
a  “dush”  fund.  Haygood  says  be  bad 
asked  Medaris  not  to  publish  the  letter. 

Fund  S8  is  a  special  account  thatcol- 
lects  tile  interest  firom  the  investment 
■  on  Doo-Cooperative  Program  money. 
The-  executive  board  authorizes  ex¬ 
penditures  from  the  fund.  Money  bmn 
the  fund  bought  an  automobile  and  a 
teievisioa  set  as  retirement  gifts  for 
former  Indiana  Executive  Dilator  E. 
Harmon  Moore,  an  action'the  writer  of 
the  second  letter  disapproved. 

Concerning  the  administrative  as¬ 
sistant,  Haygood  said  budget  for  the 
position  was  approved  at  the  conven¬ 
tion.  Persons  are  employed  by  the 
board  and  not  by  the  convention. 

'  Tho^  Haygood  said  there  is  no-' 
thiiig  in  the  censure  that  would  “muz¬ 
zle  an  editor,”  Medaris  said  be  “is  not 
even  allawed  toiake  an  issue  to  the 
state  toUGutive  committee  or  tiie  state 
pmier  committee  without  fnirt  talking 
it  over  with  the  executive  director.” 

Haygood,  exe^tive  directm  since 
Jan.  1,  said  hto^ own  job  description 
says  “It’s  clearly  understood  all 
that  members  of  the  convention  staff 
report  directly  to  the  executive 
dimtor-treasurer  and  not  directly  to 
the  executive  board  or  its  commit¬ 
tees.”  _  - 

“It  seems  to  me  that  for  a  paper  to 
function  properly,  it  should  have  a 
board  of  tmtees  dected  from  the  floor 
of  the  convention  and  not  just  control¬ 
led  by  the  executive  board,”  Medaris 
said. 

The  Indiana  Baptist  is  published  by 
the  State  Convention  of  Baptists  in  In¬ 
diana,  which  means,  ultimately,  the  - 
state  executive  board  irtiich  acts  as 
the  convention  between  annual  meet¬ 
ings.  Ihat  structure  makes  Medaris 
answerable  to  Haygood. 

‘“Ihe  executive  director  gave  him 
some  directives  be  was  not  willing  to 
follow,”  said  Haygood.  “The  censure 
was  not  satisfactmy  to  him  in  that  any 
issue  of  a  controversial  nature  would 
need  to  be  cleared  with  the  executive 
director.”
